While the ceremony of crowning the 
King and Queen in Westminster Abbey

on the King's shoulders, This mantle 
is beins embroidered at the Royal 
Sehocl of Art Needlework, 

To Close the Abbey 

Feom the end of this month to the 
coronation Westminster Abbey will be 
Ciered ta + s, While wewkmen ae 
sessed preyorng the bu ldin. for the 
ceromeny. Carenes for the peers wat 
Peoereetod Ne the north frangemt asd 
Tor peeresses oa the soush amd sparse 
acoemmadoation of other classes, the 
seating capacity of the Abbey being 
about 8000, Speeial chairs upholster- 
ed in silk with the royal arms will be 
provided as at the last coronation, and 
those that oeeupy may purchase them 
at cost prices for souvenirs. A splen- 
did carpet of striking design to cover 
the entire nave is being woven. Royal 
blue will be the foundation color, the 
ornamentation will inelude emblems of 
the Order of the Garter and other her- 
aldie deviees with the pattern on sueh 
a seale that) the design is matehed 
only onee in each 20 feet, 

Passing Upon Righis 

Several of the highest officials of the 
state constituting the court of claims 
have been silting in solemn conclave 
wearing uniforms, robes of offlee and 
orders lo pass upon the rights of vari- 
ous noblemen and others to perform 
certain parts of the ceremony. These 
claims are mostly archaic in the ori- 
gin. x : 

The Dean and Chapter of Westmin- 
ster have the right to retain-the robes 
any ornaments, the Earl of Shrews- 
bury to caryr a white wand as Lord 
Nigh Steward of Ireland, the Duke of 
Neweastle to provide a glove and sup- 
port the King’s right arm while hold- 
ing the seeptre by virtue of the tenure 
of the manor of Worksop, barons of 
the Cinque Ports to bear canopies. 

Various other hereditary rights were 
econtirmed by the court, to many of 
which  appeartain fees: such as five 
yards of searlet cloth to the clerk of 


velvet to Earl Carrington, the lord 
great chamberlain, whose fees for ov- 
casional appearances at high ceremon- 
jials of state amount to some $100,000 
a year. 

Carrying the Spurs 

Three claimants appeared for the 
right to carry the Great Spurs—the 
Earl of Loudoun, Lord Grey de Ruthyn, 
and Lord Hastings; Sir Marteine Lloyd 
makes the claim to carry the King’s 
silver harp as lord marcher of the bar- 
ony of Kemes, a position held by his 
ancestors through a thousand years, 
and James Thorne Roe de Morley 
wishes ‘to bear the royal standard of 
England and receive fees.” 

The former claims are under consid- 
eration and the last was vetoed. The 
request of the Earl of Errol to walk 
in the procession as Lord High Con- 
stable of Scotland and have a silver 
baton of twelve-ounce weight with the 
King’s arms in gold at one end and 
his own on the other was graciously 
allowed,

The madero boys belong to a family 
of patriots, and their own zeal for 
liberty was stimulated ‘by the ideals 
they acquired during their education 
in the United States. They are ad- 
vanced Liberals: Their grandfathers, 
who is over eighty-five years — old, 
boasts of a strain of the purest Span- 
ish blood. He was a general in the 
war of liberation in the sixties when 
the Mexicans overthrew the French 
yoke and dethroned and executed 
Emperor Maximilian. THe is now liv- 
ing in retirement at one of his hacien- 
das in the State of Chihuhua, 

“Thus far he has not been molested 
by the government, although he is 
supposed to sympathize with the as- 
pirations of the rebels,’ said) Mr, 
Lavery to a representative of The 
World. “The boys-are not especi- 
ally bitter against President Diaz as 
they regard him as a patriot whe did 
good service in his day and genera- 
tion, but whose age has left him a 
mere figurehead at the merey of a 
gang of schemers and political ad- 
iventurers. Their real hostility is dir- 
ected against Corral, the vice-presi- 
dent, who is the real power behind 
}the throne and the minister of finance 
fwhom they accuse of corruptly traf- 
| ficking in franchises and disposing of | 
associates, In 
this way the gang is credited with. pil- 
ing up colossal fortunes, The present 
war had its start in the establishment 
menteen months ago of political clubs 
opposed to the re-election of Diaz. 
They realize that if Diaz won out on 
record the country would 
again be saddled with his lieutenant, 
Corral, and that this inevitably meant 
the election of Corral to the presi- 
deney.

Mr. Lavery is also on intimate terms of 
friendship with a third brother, Vari- 
sto, who is completing a science course 
at Cornell university. Gustavo, an- 
other member of the same family, is 


resident in the country, took 
minent part in the movement. 

“They freely supported the organ off 
the party, a weekly called New Mexi- | 
veo, published in the city of Mexico,” 
continued Mr. Lavery. “In April of 
last year the editor was arrested and 
thrown into prison. Later the paper 
re-appeared in Northern Mexico when 
it was again suppressed’ for alleged 
seditious editorials.

“In a recent letter from one of the 
Madero boys he declared that tho re- 
volutionary movement will soon 
triumph as the people are with the 
rebels but lack a supply of arms,’ ’ad- 
ded Mr. Lavery, ‘Many of the troops 
are wavering in their support of the 
government, and the pressing need 
now is for rifles which have to be 
smuggled in from the United States. 
added that all news, favor- 
able to the insurgents is suppressed, 


jand that vietories by the government 


troops are false and exaggerated. He 
also claims that he has” over 11,000 
men in the field operating in small 
bands and waging an incessant guer- 
illa warfare. The revolutionists are 
also handicapped by the lack of ma- 
chine guns and artillery, a deficiency 
which they expect soon to have re- 
medied, 

“T have no doubt that the Madero 
boys, knowing the stuff they are made 
of, will, of course, lead their army 
victorious In to the Mexican capital, 
and that the end of the present dynas- 
tic rule is in sight. We will then see 
a free people and a free country. 

“The Madero family,’ Mr, Lavery 
coneluded, “owns valuable estates in 
two of the northern provinces. On 
the oecasion of the eighty-fourth an- 
niversary of the birlhday of Evaristo 


{ Madero, the grandfather, 3,000 peons

NEW CRUISING MOTOR 
BOAT IS A DANDY ONE 


New Arrangement for Use mas saitern Waters—The 
Economy of Space Obtained Surprising 


Considerable attention is likely to be 
attracted to a large eruising motor 
boat of novel design which was plau- 
ned for a western yachtsman by Cox 
& Stevens and is now being built by 
the Wilson Shipbuilding company of 
Ballimore, The yaeht will have an 
unusnal amount of accommodations 
for her owner and her guests, and Will 
be finished in time {o’start on an ex- 
lended cruise in the south in the lat- 
ter part of next summer. She will be 
98 feet over all, 16 feet beam, and 4 
feet draught, the intention being ‘to 
have the maximum size of vessel to 
pass through the locks and under the 
bridges of the Erie canal, the height of 
the house being also arranged with 
this in view. In type, the vessel is a 
small steamer, being flush deck 
throughout, the freeboard forward and 
aft being raised as in the case of Via- 
tor and other similar vessels by the 
same designers, With the plumb stem, 
full deck line forward, associated with 
fiaring sections, the elliptical stern aft, 
permitting also an extremely full deck 
line at this point, and working down 
into the steamship type of underbody 
—thus getting the .greatest possible 
water line length for over all length— 
and long, low deck-house forward, 
large ventilating stack containing muf- 
tlers, and two pole masts, on which 
sails can be set if desired, this eraft 
will present a workmanlike and pleas- 
ing appearance, 

The molive power consists of two 
6-cylinder 100 horsepower standard 
motors, of the air-starting, reversible 
type, contained in the central compart- 
ment, separated irom the rest of the 
vessel by water-tight steel bulkheads, 
this compartment also containing the 
gasolene tanks, whieh are of copper, 
three in number, of a total capacity of 
1,500 gallons, and large electric gen- 
erating set, driven by an independent 
gasolene motor, this set being com- 
bined with an air compressor and. fire 
and bilge pump. The engine-room 
compartment is large and roomy, well 
ventilated, and contains the bunks and 
lockers of the engineer and his assist- 
ant, they having their own washing ar-

making it a useful part of the ship. 
Opposite this lobby on the starboard 
side, and partly under the stairs, is a 
large bathroom, with tiled floor of the 
most modern type. The plumbing 
system has been so arranged that in 
this bathroom, as in the rest of the 
ship, both hot and cold, fresh and 
salt water are supplied from the grav- 
ity tanks on deek. This bathroom has 
one door opening into the lobby, and 
in the afler end another door opening 


Jinto the after stateroom, this  state- 


room also having a door to the lobby. 

This after stateroom has been ar- 
ranged to take care of two guests with 
perfect comfort, having on each side 
full-length built-in berths, with draw- 
ers underneath for stowage of elothes, 
between the berths at the after end 
there being arranged a bureau with 
plate-glass mirror, and at the forward 
end of each berth a large hanging 
wardrobe being provided, On the for- 
ward bulkhead of this stateroom, be- 
tween the two doors, a full-length 
ate-glass mirror is arranged, whieh 
is a most attractive feature.

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POWERS DELEGATED TO COURTS TO 
DEAL WITH RAILWAY PROBLEMS 


New “Court of Commerce’ 


Established in the United 


States to Deal With Interstate Railway Traffic. 
No Appeal to Supreme Court From Decision 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Invested with 
great power and given a place of al- 
most limitless authority over the in- 
dustrial and economic destiny of the 
nation, the new court of commerce 
formally ‘opened for business” Feb. 1. 
It is popularly called “the supreme 
court of railroads." It is a higher court 
than the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and has appellant jurisdis- 
iion over decisions of the commission. 
Except in rare cases there will be no 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court from its decisions. 

Vast Interests at Stiako. 

There are vast interests at stake be- 
fore this new tribunal, which was 
created by the present congress at its 
second session, It marks a new and 
significant step in advancing the pow- 
ev of the federal government over the 
railroads of the nation. It was created 
because President Taft saw that the 
interstate commerce commission could 
not much longer maintain the joint 
rule of prosecutor and judge. The 
commission is to be the militant, ag- 
sressive and ever-watchful guardian of 
the people's interest; the commerce 
court is to be the arbiter between the 
railroads and the shippers. 

Limits of Jurisdiction. 

The new court will have Jurisdie- 
tion over questions arising under the 
interstate commerce law on appeal 
from the decisions of the interstate 
commerce commission. 
some exceptions to. this rule, how- 
ever, The law does not give the com- 
merce court jurisdiction in cases in- 
valving the collection of penalties, the 


States supreme court years often pass- 
ed before they were reached on the 
docket, and the result was that both 
the railroads and the shippers were 
kept in a state of uncertainty and sus- 
pense that was demoralizing. 

The initial calendar of the new court 
will contain 25 cases, involving valid- 
ity of orders of the interstate com- 
merce commission. All cases now 
pending in the various federal courts 
relating to railroads, over which the 
commerce court is given jurisdiction, 
have been automatically transferred to 
its docket. 

Interosting Porsonnel. 

The personnel of the new court is 
interesting. President Taft selected 
men of the highest type for the tri- 
bunal, men of distinguished legal at- 
tainments. He drew upon the interstate 
commerce commission in his first se- 
lection, and made its chairman, Martin 
A. Knapp, chief justice of the new 
court.

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MANY RECRUITS 
FOR THE NAVY 


May Have to Stop Recrultiny and Pro- 
pare Waiting List Seems to Bo 
Necessary 


Ottawa, Feb, 23—When Hon, L. P. 
Brodeur, minister of the navy, was 
questioned this morning as to the re- 
ports current in the Conservative 
press that the number of recruits al- 
ready secured for the Canadian navy 
had reached the limit of the accommo- 
dation provided on the Niobe and the 
Rainbow, he replied:— 

“Thal is not my information, But 
even should the number of recruits ex- 
ceed the room on the two cruisers, 
it will be quite possible to suspend 
recruiting for a while and prepare a 
Waiting list of the would-be volun- 
leers,, pending the erection of the na- 
val barracks at Halifax, or maybe the 
securing of aniother ship. I am giv- 
ing the question my active considera- 
tion, and expect to be able to an- 
nouce the awarding in a few days of 
the contract for the naval barracks 
at Halifax for which the money was 
voted last year, 

“But it must be remembered that 
it is not every man who volunteers 
Who is accepted. We are insisting 
upon a most rigid physical examina- 
lion and only the men and boys 
Who can pass that examination sare 
accepted. So that it is quite possible 
that there may, on the surface, be an 
excess of volunteers, but when their 
numbers are analysed and the number 
of rejections is deducted, there will 
not be anything like the excess which 
is indicated by the mere figures of the 
number of. volunteers,” 

The reports in circulation are to 
the effect that as the result of the ex- 
lensive advertising campaign entered 
upon by the department, there has 
been such a-rush of recruits that the 
oMecials of the department do not know 
What to do with them.

Enormous Cost to Europe of 
Preparation Estimated 
by Fronchman, 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The inhabi- 
tants of the white house are a little 
mystified over the action of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs of the Hun- 
Sarian parliament, which, according 
to newspaper despatches, has unani- 
mously ‘adopted a resolution in favor 
of President Taft disarmament pro- 


posal." The president is of the opin- 
ion that his remarks at the banquet 
of the American Sociely for the Ju- 
dicial Settlement of International Dis- 
putes may be referred to. In that 
address he said: 

“To say that one is in favor of peace 
is not much more startling than to 
say thal one is in favor of honesty, 
in favor of virtue, in favor of good, 
and opposed to evil. That from which 
the world can derive the most bene- 
fit is a practical suggestion leading to 
a more permanent peace. Many have 
thought that: this could be broucht 
about by an. agreement among the 
powers to disarm, and some thought 
of a convention by which the race to 
bankruptey in the maintenance of great 
armies and the construction of great 
navies might cease and a gradual dis- 
armament follow. Future events may 
justify some different conclusion, but 
movements in the past along this line 
have not been fruitful of practical 
results, Bankruptey and the burden- 
some weight of debt involved in con- 
tinned armament may bring about a 
change in the present national ten- 
dencies. Meantime, however, I am 
strongly convinced that the best meth- 
od of ultimately securing disarma- 
ment is the establishment of an inter- 
national court and the development of 
a code of international equity which 
nations will recognize as affording a 
better method for setlling international 
controversies than war. We must 
have some method of settling issues 
between nations, and if we do not have 
arbitration we shall have war. Of 
course, the awful results of war with 
ils modern -armaments and_ frightful 
cost of life and treasure have made 
nations more chary of resort to the 
sword than ever before; and the pres- 
ent, therefore, because of this, would 
seem to be an excellent time for pres- 
sing the substitution of courts for 
force."

If he could grow a crop on his eye- 
balls, he would then be perfectly hap- 
py. His partiality to them is as great 
as his justly celebrated permanent 
feud with clear cold water. The 
Duichman loves to watch the Kaflir 
boys working,

When 
I first arrived at Capetown, although 
very hot, the days were glorious, while 
the nights—ahl! never having been 
guilty of committing poetry, I shall 
never be able to convey to the reader 
the slightest idea of the wonderful 
charm of African nights. Now, after 
a week or two of beautiful weather— 
about as much, say, as you would get 
in three Summers in England, I began 
to feel that there was something want- 
ing. 1 didn't know what it was, but 
at last I discovered that it was a topic 
of conversation. No one said, “Beau- 
tiful day today,” or “Lovely weather, 
old man," You can't do it, you know. 
The damnable iteration would disgust 
you, 

Johannesburg in Winter 

After almost six months of perfect 
climatic conditions (tempered only by 
a very occasional dust storm), I began 
to feel like a modern King Gama, who, 
vou will remember, sang,—- 

“Oh! don't the days seem lank and 
long - 

and nothing 
wrong, 

And isn’t your life exceedingly flat, 

When you've nothing whatever — to 
grumble at." 

Since then, however, I have struck 
Johannesburg in winter, and I have 
learnt that one can have unpleasant 
weather even in this wonderful coun- 
try. 

One of the first things to astonish 
the visitors to Africa is the wonderful 
popularity of corrugated iron.

On the contrary, tae 
South African has achieved the appar- 
ently impossible by making it abso- 
lutely decorative, It sounds absurd 
but it’s true. Even at the foot of the 
world's wonder, Table Mourtain, the 
Villas, hotels and cottages nestling in 
its shadows harmonize wonderfully 
with the unequal splendor of Mother 
Nature, 

I do not like to use superlitives 
where it can be avoided, but in at- 
tempting to give some idea of the 
sheer beauty of Capetown and its sur- 
roundings the diMeculty is that there is 
insuMicient expressiveness in tha Eng: 
lish language to give the reader the re- 
motest idea of what it is like. There 
is a favorite suburb of Capetown call- 
ed Camps Bay, where both, the native 
and the visitor go to “dabble their 
tootsies in the briny foam,” and in- 
dulge in other delights of open-air life 
by the sea. To get there, you take 
a tram from Adderley-street, which 
climbs up the hillside, till! you reach 
the Kloof Nek at Tamboers Kloof, 
which is a sort of joining up of the 
two dominant ftatures of the landscape 
Table Mountain and the Lion's Back. 

Grooto Schur the Wonderful 

If you are wise you will, when you 
reach the Nek, alight from the tram 
and wait twenty minutes for the next 
car, for from there you can see, un- 
folded before your wondering eyes, 
the most glorious panorama it is pos- 
sible to conceive. It is a liberal edu- 
cation, that view. Your mental lens 
becomes immediately more wide-an- 
sled as it were, and you realize that 
the Briton, who has never seen the 
vast spaces that lie outside his own lit- 
tle circle must of necessity be insular 
and prejudiced. 

The suburbs of Captetown, seen eol- 
lectively from the view point described 
above, are loveliness itself, but they 
are no less alluring when you get into 
close contact, There are no slums 
in Capetown! There are no slums in 
Africa! Think of it. No Anecoats, no

nomination for governor. He was op- 
posed almost unanimously and at 
times most vehemently by the press 
and pulpit of the state, yet he won out 
handsomely and of course was elected.

while I am the governor of an inde- 
pendent contmonwealth."” And 90 
Washington entered the Bay state 


Without any welcome from its gover- 
nor.

It is true that it tends to develop 
powers and habits of good value to 
the soldier, but even of greater value 
in the peaceful pursuits of life, and 
still more important in the formation 
of personal character. The scouts 
are not cadets nor is there any en- 
deavor made to make soldiers out of 
them. The main object is to make 
good citizens by methods which ap- 
peal to the boys themselves, rather 
work into play where his lively im- 
agination can have scope and the boy 
will revel in it, and in order to get 
into the game he will undertake moral 
obligations and accept disciplinary 
rules—and keep them  too—which 
when presented without the attractive 
accessory he vould regard as un- 
necessary trammels upon his free ac- 
tivity. This is one of the chief se- 
erets of General Baden-Powell's ex- 
traordinary success. His organization 
has diverted the restless and adven- 
turous temper of the boys into chan- 
nels that lead him insensibly along the 
road to betterment, to self-reliance, 
to manly character, to all, indeed, that 
will be helpful to himself and_ his 
country. Look at the promise which 
every Boy Scout must make, and that, 
too, is a wise provision that places 
him on his honor, that great. principle 
in edueation so magnificently carried

for. 

Probably the most costly item in the 
Privy Purse is that of uniforms. The 
King holds high rank in 60 many naval 
and military forces, foreign as well as 
British, that the provision of the neces- 
sary uniforms, some of which are ex- 
ceedingly ornate, elaborate, and costly, 
runs into a great deal of money. Royal 
gifts, ranging from the searfpins and 
other articles of jewelry, which are 
given to minor oflicials, to the claborate 
gifts which it is customary to send at 
Christmas and on birthdays to foreign 
royalties and the innumerable erlatives 
and connections of the royal family, 
must necessarily represent a very con- 
siderable sum in the course of every 
twelve months. The King is a great 
reader, and English and forcign hooks 
periodicals and newspapers, form an 
expensive and important item upder the 
heading of “Domestic Expenditure.” 
Cigars were a somewhat considerable 
item in the late King's expenditure, 
put King George is a very moderate 
smoker, and rarely indulges in anything 
but a'cigaretle. When the King pays 
a visit to a foreign court or a private 
house there is a graduated seale of 
“tips” which often amount to a large 
sum. Subscriptions to various societics 
and institutions, to. charitable funds, 
and schools of one sort and another 
naturally reach a huge total, for the 
King has not only continued the mul- 
tiludinous gifts of his royal father, but 
in quite a number of cases, has con- 
siderably augmented them.

This does not mean that on every one 
of the three hundred and sixty-five 
days of the year the Boy Scout must 
try to save a life, or that he shall take 
upon himself great personal risk; it 
does not mean that he is bound once 
in 24 hours to perform some great 
service for his fellowmen.

FAMOUS RUSSIAN 
MURDER ‘TRIAL 


Shortly Reopen at Charkoff— 
Doctor Charged With Das- 
tardly Crime 


Will 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 22.—A murder 
sase which has excited intense inter- 
‘st throughout Russia, will come be- 
‘ore the criminal court at Charkoff, 
oward the end of this month, when a 
young physician, Dr. Bokitko, aged 28, 
Nill be charged with having assassinat- 
2d the chief of the Charkoff Bacteriolo- 
sical Institute, Dr. Ostrianin, in Sep- 
tember, 1908. 

The indictment filed by the public 
prosecutor gives the following account 
of the strange crime, 

Dr. Bokitko, who was then twenty- 
six years of age, and already married, 
was appointed to a junior position at 
the Bacteriological Institute, with a 
monthly salary of flve pounds. Among 
his confreres he was not popular, being 
boastful, quarrelsome, and by no means 
efficient in the discharge of his duties. 
Ifis chief, Dr. Ostrianin, fully realized 
what stamp of man he had to deal with 
in Dr, Bokitko, but allowed him to re- 
main at the Institute in order that his 
career might not be endangered at the 
outset. 

One day Dr. Bokilko appeared at 
Dr. Ostrianin's house when the latter- 
was enjoying an aflernoon nap. The 
tea table was laid, and Dr. Bokitko 
tampered with the teapot, Subse- 
quently when Dr. Ostrianin began to 
drink his tea he noticed it. had a pe- 
culiar taste and left the greater 
part of it in the cup. When analyz- 
ed afterwards the tea was found to 
be poisoned, Notwithstanding — this 
incident, Dr, Bokitko still allowed Dr, 
Bokitko to remain at the Institute. 

Some time later, Dr. Ostrianin was 
walking in a neighboring wood, when 
workmen employed there heard: two 
shots and a cry. ‘He has shot me.” 
They rushed toward the spot whence 
the noise of the shots had come, and 
found Dr, Ostrianin lying on the ground 
wounded in the back of his head. They 
carried him home, and although he was 
quite conscious, he refused to name 
his assailant. Finally, his brother be- 
seeched him to name his murderer. 
The dying man exclaimed: “What a 
scoundrel and coward! 
(ue in the back!” 

“Why?” asked his brother, and the 
dying man gasped: “I'm shot in the 
brain.”’ Just before breathing his last 
he named Dr. Bokitko as his murder- 
er, 

Half an hour later Dr. Bokitko who 
had been out walking, returned home, 
pale and in a state of excitement, 
Meanwhile the police had been sum- 
moned and one of them arrested Dr. 
Bokitko on suspicion. Dr. Bokitko at 
first denied all knowledge of the deed, 
but afterwards admitted that he had 
shot his chief by accident. In his 
pockets were found a Browning re- 
volver from which two shots had been 
fired, and also a dagger. A bottle of 
poison was also found on his person, 
and a note to his wife, in which he told 
her that he had killed Dr. Ostrianin 
by accident.

of ending the uprising than in putting 
soldiers in the field. 

The whereabouts of the armies un- 
der General Oroczo and General Nav- 
arro are unknown this torning, al- 
though there were rumors of fighting 
south of Juarez. 

It was certain that Navarro’s com- 
mand would not reach Juarez today. 
General Blancho was said still to be at 
Casas Grandes replenishing his am- 
munition supply. 

Ask Cassilas’ Rolease 

The rebel junta in this city will ask 
the United States government to re- 
lease Manuel Cassilas, the rebel leader, 
who was arrested by the U. S. soldiers 
and who is now under detention on 
this side of the Rio Grande charged 
with violating the neutrality laws by 
carrying an armed rifle in the neu- 
tral zone. 

Additional troops are being sent in- 
to Chihuahua from Mexico City, con- 
sisting of a regiment of infantry with 
three long rapge mountain guns and 
a troop of cavalry. 


In St. Petersburg Charged Witi 
the Usual Crime 

St. Petersburg, Feb,  22.—Fifteen 
hundred students of the University of 
St. Petersburg were arrested today fol- 
lowing a riot during which they broke 
many windows, hurled noxious chemi- 
cals in the class rooms, and intimidated 
the faculty. 

A procession comprising practically 


the entire student’ body paraded 
through the university buildings and 
grounds singing revolutionary songs 


and leaving considerable damage in its 
wake. The police were unable to cope 
with the students, and a cordon of 
troops was thrown around the build- 
ing.

Present at the Chicago show recently 
were several American designers of 
motor cars who had been in attendance 
at the foreign shows—the Olympia in 
London and the Paris salon of Franee— 
who had an opportunity to compare 
Buropean practice with the best Yan- 
kee brains have been able to produce 
in the automobile line. 

It long has been the practice on the 
part of the automobile engineers of 
America to go abroad whenever pos- 
sible to see for themselves just what 
their rivals on the other side of the 
Atlantic are doing. This winter has 
seen a heavy migration. The Ameri- 
eans were in London in’ November and 
in Paris in December, and it seems 
to be the concensus of opinion on their 
part that the American industry has 
kept fully abreast of the times and that 
in several respects it excels the for- 
eigners. 

It was brought out that on both 
sides of the Atlantic the engineers are 
striving for the same thing—quietness. 
The Americans first sounded this key- 
note, and since they met with so much 
success the foreigners gradually have 
followed suit. They have discarded 
the noisy chain for the quiet running 
short drive; they have put all kinds of 
frills on to the motor to obtain *quiet- 
ness of running until now the modern 
motor car engine is a marvel of quiet- 
ness. 

Difforence as to Motors 

In many respects America differs 

from France and England in its trends 


and tendencies, but in the same ratio 


France differs from England. This 
was brought out at the two shows, In 
a nutshell, France for 1911 is going in 
for long stroke motors, en bloc cast- 
ings even for large engines, ball bear- 
ing crankshafts, force feed lubrica- 
tion, thermo-syphon cooling, four 
speed gearset, but in addition he is 
boosting drive for chain. 

In England John Bull believes in the 
long stroke motor and the four-speed 
gear-set but in addition he is boosting 
the worm drive as a substitute for 
shaft drive; he favors front whe 
brakes and he is loud in his praise of 
demountable wire wheels in preference 
to the demountable rims which are so 
populaar on this side of the Atlantic. 

Charles Y. Knight, formerly of Chi- 
cago, but who now resides in Eng- 
land, the inventor of the slide valve 
motor, foretold the coming pop:tarity 
of the worm drive a year ago, when he 
addressed the Chicago Metor Clup, 
saying: 2 

“The cause of the evolution is the 
seneral tendency to produce inclosed 
cars for town use with large }odies 
and small motors. The wortn sear al- 
ways in quiet and lends itself particu- 
larly to low ratios. Properiy  con- 
structed, the worm drive gives results 
quite indistinguishable from the bevel. 
Tests upon Brooklands track between 
worm-driven and bevel-driven tifteen- 
horse power cars have shown the ad- 
j Yantages of the former in the way of 
silent and smooth running."

Woll Known Doaler Is Planning Largest 
Automobilo Establishmont 
In Edmonton 


With plans drawn up for what he 
steated will be the largest of any gar- 
age now in Edmonton, Clare M. Watts, 
prominent in this city as the repre- 
sentative of a.quartet of some of the 
foremost cars of the country, is hope- 

'ful that within a few weeks he will 
be in an “Auto Home” that will be a 
credit to Edmonton and the motors 
he offers. Mr. Watts has not definitely 
decided upon the location of his gar- 
age, having several options on choice 
spots, bue he will conclude on this 
point within a day or two and work 
will then be pushed energetically. 

Mr. Watts is one of the strongest 
boosters in the city for the automobile 
club and declares that whenever steps 
are taken to organize, he will be there 
“with both feet.” 

“In union there is strength, and for 
that reason, automobile owners must 
organize," stated Mr, Watts last night, 
“While there has been no flagrant dis- 
crimination against automobile owners 


in Edmonton, yet there have been & 
numbee ef matters which would have 


this same slide Valve motor, which has 
revolutionized foreign practices, it is 
claimed. A Chieago idea originally, 
it has been perfected abroad and now 
is the rage on the other side. Front 
wheel brakes, too, have largely occu- 
pied the attention of we English and 
it is more ifian probable they will en- 
joy a much larger vogue in the course 
of another year. 

But while England has shown much 
progress in motor practice, it general- 
ly is conceded that au eyes turn to 
France when new ideas are sought. 
France is prolific in this respect and 
this year, it is said, is more than up- 
holding its reputation. The recent 
Paris salon leads to the prediction of 
American engineers that 1914 in Eu- 
rope will be one of small motors, en- 
gines of not more than 3.3-inch bore, 
but, of course, with a much longer 
stroke—sometimes almost twice the 
bore. This variance is caused by the 
horse power taxation that exists in 
France and there the horse power 1s 
figured by the bore, the stroke not be- 
ing taken into consideration. Because 
of this the makers aim to bring out an 
engine with a small bore and a long 
stroke, thus getting more power than 
might be indicated by the bore dimen- 


sions and thus avoiding excessive 
taxes, England, also taxes the same 
way. 


8lx-Cylindor More. Popular 


Another surprising fact about the 
French motors is that the foreign de- 
signers apparently have solved the 
problem of successfully making menon- 
bloc cylinder castings for two, four, 
and six-cylinder engines.

This is done to save space, 
and now the French six with the bon- 
net down looks hardly any larger than 
a four-cylinder; in fact, the modern 
six is packed away in less space than 
that occupied by the four a few years 
ago. The six-cylinder car, by the way 
is becoming more and more popular in 
Europe and now nearly every concern 
of importance lists at least one model, 
but so far as known none of them has 
gone into producing sixes only, as 
have the Winton and Pierce Arrow {nh 


this country. 

It also ig astonishing the vogue thor- 
mo synhon cooling has in France, First 
tried out in the smaller models, the 
system has so demonstrated its eM- 
ciency that now one finds its use is 
being extended to the larger cars as 
well, In this connection it also might 
be stated that some of the designers 
over there have found the thermo- 
Syphon system so good that they have 
abandoned the use of the fan as an 
auxiliary cooling device.

An idea as to the scope of the motor 
industry in Great Britain is given by 
Benjamin Briscoe, president of — the 
United States Motor Company, who re- 
cently returned from a@ trip to England, 
whither he went with the idea of es- 
tablishing there a factory where Amer- 
ican cars can be built. After a thor- 
ough investigation of conditions, Mr. 
Briscoe reported as follows: 

“There is no actual census published 
of the number of cars manufactured 
in Great Britain, but from the registra- 
tions and import and export figures 1 
arrive at figures Which may be acept- 
ed as approximately the number of cars 
manufactured in England. There now 
are registered in England 108,778, au- 
lomobiles, of which number there are 
84,840 private cars, 15,184 trade vehi- 
cles and 8,752 public service cars. 
Thees figures give a total increase of 
19,184 for 1909, divided as follows: 
13,435 private cars, 3,077 trade ve- 
hicles and 2,672 public service cars. 

1909 Imports 3,666 Cars 

“The imports for 1909 amount to 3,- 
666 cars ata valuation of 85,931,807; 
4,855 -chasses at a valuation of 86,- 
409,740, and with a parts valuation of 
$8,594,006 there is a total valuation of 
imports of $26,035,553. Of teh cars 
and chasses imported 550 cars and 224 
chasses, having a total vealue of $1,- 
238,374, were re-exported, and also 
parts to the value of $671,691. De- 
ducting the re-exports, the net im- 
ports of cars and chasses are reduced 
to 7,747 cars. These were exported 
during 1909, 2,583 cars at a valuation 
of $4,626,153 and 219 chases valued 
at $408,239. 

‘“From these figures ‘it will be seen 


that the total cars built by British 
manufacturers are approximately as 
follows; Increase in registration as 


above, 19,184, deducting the net im- 
ports of 7,747 and adding the British 
exports of 2,802, makes a total of 14,- 
239 British cars and chasses built dur- 
ing 1909. The average value of car 
imports was $1,615, while the average. 
value of British built export is $1,- 
789, 

“These figures are interesting nnd 
show the value of-imports and exports 
to and from the various countries in 
the world and a steady rise in the ex- 
port of British manufactured goods. Jn 
four years British exports have — tn- 
creased over 100 per cent. whereas the 
imports and re-exports are almost sta- 
tionary. At the present time the im- 
portation of American cars is insigni- 
cant when compared to the imports 
from France, which far exceed the im- 
ports from any other country, 

“The comparative import figures for 
1909 are as follows: France, $12,224,- 
992; Germany, $4,003,650; Belgium, 
$1,772,914; Italy, $1,093,500, while 
the United States imported only 8709,- 
167 worth of automobiles to England.”
